Dear Jay, 


Thanks again for your words of support and enthusiasm for our partnership efforts at the New 
Democrats luncheon. | wanted to update you on some significant progress we’ve made on the 
Partnership for Accelerating Cancer Therapies (PACT), and to ask if Jeff Engelman could play a key 
leadership role in the effort. 


The Vice-President cited PACT from the podium at the White House Cancer Moonshot Summit on June 


29" as one of the more exciting opportunities in the Moonshot. After extensive conversations with 


potential partners and stakeholders, we’ve selected two focus areas for PACT: 


1. Identification and validation of biomarkers for the response to cancer therapies 
2. Establishment of a platform for combination clinical trials 


We believe these areas will address the most pressing current needs in the immuno-oncology field, and 
are uniquely suited for a pre-competitive research collaboration. 


Given the excitement and momentum generated by the Moonshot, we’re eager to move PACT into the 
next phase of development, which involves convening a “Working Group” of experts from NCI, industry, 
patient groups, and academia to agree on a suitable research plan. From our experience with AMP, we 
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intend to select one industry scientist and one NCI representative to co-chair the Working Group. Both 
Doug Lowy and Jim Doroshow of NCI enthusiastically recommended Jeff to serve as the industry co-chair 
for focus area #2 in combination clinical trials. 


The time commitment for Jeff would entail 3 teleconferences (a couple of hours each) and at least one 
in-person 2-day meeting in the early fall, with the key deliverable a white paper describing the 
consensus of the group on a common mission and a high level plan. Others from the Novartis Oncology 
group could also aid in the development of a detailed plan once the white paper is completed. Given 
how fast the field is moving, we’d like to solidify a plan and gather the necessary funding commitments 
by the end of this year, with a view to launching an effort in early 2017. We are engaging the 
Foundation for the NIH to manage this effort, and Jeff would be fully staffed by FNIH to make this 
successful.

| am writing to ask how FDA could be more formally involved in the Partnership for Accelerating Cancer 
Therapies (PACT) that we have been working on with the White House and with industry and cancer 
non-profits over the last few months. Since the initial calls about the partnership (in which | know you 
participated) and the Cancer Moonshot Summit (at which the Vice-President mentioned PACT) we have 
had further discussions with NCI leadership and some industry oncology leads that have winnowed the 
original four focus areas we’d been discussing down to two: 

1. Identification and validation of biomarkers for response and resistance to cancer 

immunotherapies 


2. Establishment of a platform for selecting and testing combination therapies 


(Support for the other two areas, disease modeling and rare cancers, was confined to relatively fewer 
partners and could be, we felt, addressed as part of our focus on the first two areas). 


| have also meanwhile asked the Foundation for the NIH to take over the effort to design specific 
research agendas for the two lead focus areas, using a process similar to what we used to develop the 
Accelerating Medicines Partnership. FNIH has begun to establish two workgroups--with pharma, NIH 
and academic researchers represented in each--to develop a “white paper” level description of potential 
research agenda as a tool for confirming funding and participation. Since both of the PACT focus areas 
have strong regulatory science implications and are obviously relevant to FDA’s mission, | would 
appreciate it if you would consider nominating at least one or two scientists from FDA to serve on these 
workgroups. My understanding is that the initial time commitment for this would consist of 3-4 
teleconferences (~2 hours each) and 2 in-person meetings (~1.5 days each) beginning in late August and 
concluding just before Thanksgiving in November. The idea is to have initial consensus around research 
agendas and willingness of specific partners to fund by December, with a PACT launch in mid-2017.

Dear Jay, 


Thanks again for your words of support and enthusiasm for our partnership efforts at the New 
Democrats luncheon. | wanted to update you on some significant progress we’ve made on the 
Partnership for Accelerating Cancer Therapies (PACT), and to ask if Jeff Engelman could play a key 
leadership role in the effort. 


The Vice-President cited PACT from the podium at the White House Cancer Moonshot Summit on June 


29*» as one of the more exciting opportunities in the Moonshot. After extensive conversations with 
potential partners and stakeholders, we’ve selected two focus areas for PACT: 


1. Identification and validation of biomarkers for the response to cancer therapies 
2. Establishment of a platform for combination clinical trials 


We believe these areas will address the most pressing current needs in the immuno-oncology field, and 
are uniquely suited for a pre-competitive research collaboration. 


Given the excitement and momentum generated by the Moonshot, we’re eager to move PACT into the 
next phase of development, which involves convening a “Working Group” of experts from NCI, industry, 
patient groups, and academia to agree on a suitable research plan. From our experience with AMP, we 
intend to select one industry scientist and one NCI representative to co-chair the Working Group. Both 
Doug Lowy and Jim Doroshow of NCI enthusiastically recommended Jeff to serve as the industry co-chair 
for focus area #2 in combination clinical trials. 


The time commitment for Jeff would entail 3 teleconferences (a couple of hours each) and at least one 
in-person 2-day meeting in the early fall, with the key deliverable a white paper describing the 
consensus of the group on a common mission and a high level plan. Others from the Novartis Oncology 
group could also aid in the development of a detailed plan once the white paper is completed. Given 
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how fast the field is moving, we’d like to solidify a plan and gather the necessary funding commitments 
by the end of this year, with a view to launching an effort in early 2017.

lam writing to ask your help in ways to involve FDA formally in the nascent Partnership for Accelerating 
Cancer Therapies (PACT). We have been discussing this public-private partnership with the White House 
and with industry and cancer non-profits over the last few months, and it is now beginning to take 
shape. Since the initial calls about the partnership (in which | know you participated) and the Cancer 
Moonshot Summit (at which the Vice-President mentioned PACT) we have had further discussions with 
NC\ leadership and some industry oncology leads that have winnowed the original four focus areas we’d 
been discussing down to two: 

1. Identification and validation of biomarkers for response and resistance to cancer 

immunotherapies 
2. Establishment of a platform for selecting and testing combination therapies 


(Support for the other two areas, disease modeling and rare cancers, was confined to relatively fewer 
partners and could be, we felt, addressed as part of our focus on the first two areas). 


| have also meanwhile asked the Foundation for the NIH to take over the effort to design specific 
research agendas for the two lead focus areas, using a process similar to what we used to develop the 
Accelerating Medicines Partnership (AMP). FNIH has begun to establish two workgroups--with pharma, 
NIH and academic researchers represented in each--to develop a “white paper” level description of 
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potential research agenda as a tool for confirming funding and participation. Since both of the PACT 
focus areas have strong regulatory science implications and are obviously relevant to FDA’s mission, | 
would be grateful if you would consider nominating at least one scientist from FDA to serve on each of 
these workgroups. My understanding is that the initial time commitment for this would consist of 3-4 
teleconferences (~2 hours each) and 2 in-person meetings (~1.5 days each) beginning in late August and 
concluding just before Thanksgiving in November. The idea is to have initial consensus around research 
agendas and willingness of specific partners to fund by December, with a PACT launch in spring or 
summer of 2017.

PACT: On the co-chair issue, Jeff Engelman’s involvement has still really been adequate, but we think we 
have found a way to work around the issue. 


After your email to Jay Bradner, Jeff did make the 2-hour pre-call for the face to face meeting, but was 
not able to attend the face to face itself. At that meeting however, the group decided to combine the 
two focus areas into one because of the interaction between the biomarker and combination therapy 
agendas. We have not discussed this with Jeff yet, but consensus was to make Alex Hoos of GSK and 
Percy lvy of NCI the formal leads on the consolidated working group and weave in Jeff’s and Helen Chen 
(NCI)’s views and participation as they can make themselves available. 


The face to face meeting overall went pretty well. In addition to recommending the consolidation of the 
focus areas, we took the 10-11 different projects spread across both focus areas and took them down to 
6 (really 5). We’ve not consolidated numbering yet, so still listed according to focus area they are: 


Focus Area 1: A systematic biomarker road map to understand response and resistance to cancer 
immunotherapies and enable new treatment strategies 
e Project 1: Standardization and harmonization of 10 biomarker assays 
e Project 2: Biomarker standardization/harmonization 
e Project 3: Systematic incorporation of biomarkers into clinical trials, creation of core laboratory 
network for conducting biomarker testing, and establishment of a database repository of 
biomarker data 
e Project 4: Supercomputing for systems biology analyses of complex data (N.B. this one is not 
really a project, but will consist of just a paragraph in the white paper acknowledging the 
importance of doing something in synergy with the Moonshot) 


Focus Area 2: Establish a platform for selecting and testing combination therapies 
e Project 1: Facilitate intercompany collaborations — create common templates for regulatory 
agreements, data sharing, etc. 
e Project 2: Enhance pre-clinical animal models to collect data to assist in selection of 
combinations 
e Project 3: Combination selection Panel — a Steering Committee to adjudicate combinations 


Doug Lowy, Jim Doroshow, and Dinah Singer all attended pieces of the meeting. Jim offered to have 
Stacey Adam and me come over to walk through NCI’s planned investments in the space and strategize 
how PACT projects can be additive/complementary to their initiatives—we have some ideas on this 
already, but | think it is a good discussion to have. We are going to meet on October 19. 


The biggest issue we face right now is getting the next face to face scheduled in November. It is hard to 
get all the key people lined up but we are working it.

Thanks for taking the time to speak with us about PACT today. As you requested, here is the 
additional background and proposal information on the pending AMP Parkinson’s disease (AMP 
PD) initiative. Over the last 8-12 months we took this through the same planning process as for 
the other AMP initiatives: a white paper generated by a broader group of NIH, industry, and 
academic partners, followed by a more detailed research plan (in this case, near-final) drafted 
by NIH and the interested private sector partners alone (so academics can apply to NIH grants 
without incurring any conflicts of interest). The current status is that we are ready to finalize 
the project plan in the next 30-45 days (NINDS has some FY 2017 funds they need to disburse to 
the project before the end of September) and are working with a current projected budget over 
five years currently totaling $20 million over five years: $10 million over 5 years to be 
contributed by NIH, and commitments {7 ®) @ through FNIH) from each of 
five private sector partners: GSK, the Michael J. Fox Foundation, Pfizer, Sanofi, and Verily. 
(Verily is providing the software and analytic infrastructure for the resulting data platform; 


Just as a bit of additional history: the original white paper plan considered a broader scope that 
included two distinct projects: 1) Target and Assays, which would identify and validate putative 
new therapeutic targets for PD based on genetics, and 2) Clinical Biomarkers to enable Proof- 
of-Concept (POC) Trials, which would focus on testing clinical biomarkers to be used in phase 2 
POC trials. After thorough review by all partners, a decision was made to move forward, at 
present, with “Project 2” only for AMP PD, as the arm that is more affordable and pragmatically 
proximal to industry development needs. Weare still seeking non-industry funds to see if we 
can get program #1 funded. 


The current plan takes advantage of already existing exceptional, clinically phenotyped, 
longitudinal genetically characterized PD cohorts with extensive, state-of-the-art linked 
longitudinal biobanks (PPMI, PDBP, Harvard Biomarkers Study, PARS, and others) and 
encompasses deep molecular characterization, neuroimaging and multimodal imaging, and 
profiling of PD patients. The plan includes providing open data access and sharing to dissect

new targets, dissect disease subtypes, markers tracking progression, and markers that predict 
progression. Additionally, AMP PD is designed to provide an interface for data access and 
analysis for AMP PD investigators and the larger research community which we are calling the 
AMP-PD Knowledge Platform. 


Standardized data analysis pipelines will be developed for WGS, RNA seq, epigenomics, and 
proteomics data types regardless of the AMP-PD platform used. Based on our recent face to 
face planning meeting, the group has identified several platforms that meet the criteria of high- 
throughput, precision, and genome-scale resolution and which are being considered for 
prioritization. I’ve attached the latest draft of the current research plan that provides further 
detail. (Although the draft is marked confidential, please feel free to circulate within Celgene.)

ups would be by now, Celgene woud of course have a voice in determining the disposition of 
the funds through the joint NIH/industry Steering Committee we are setting up. We’d also 
report out to you personally twice 2 year on progress through the Extended Executive 
Committee teleconferences we host with all of the industry and non-profit R&D heads.

Subject: Asset Repurposing Group for Opioids Partnership 


Dear colleagues: 


As you know we have been pushing forward on specific plans for an opioids partnership to accelerate 
new treatments for OUD, overdose, and pain. In the pain focus area, FNIH has already formed three 
Working Groups—in data sharing, biomarkers, and clinical trials networks and design—with a broad 
array of stakeholders, and NIDA is engaging a number of companies to explore new formulations and 
combinations of therapies to address overdose and OUD. It has come to our attention, however, that 
there may be opportunities to share specific chemical assets, technologies and related datasets that are 
not adequately covered by the existing working group arrangements, particularly in pain. After 
conferring with the leadership of the partnership we’ve decided to convene a focused team to consider 
these opportunities and how best to address them. Chris Flores of Johnson & Johnson and Chris Austin 
of NCATS will lead this discussion. 


| am asking the addressees on this note to form the core of this group and also ask if we can set aside 60 
minutes or so for an initial call sometime in the next week or two to discuss what assets may be 
available and how best to approach a plan for deploying them in support of the partnership. To provide 
a broader view (and ensure continuity with other efforts) | am also inviting Nora Volkow and Jack Stein 
from NIDA and the co-chairs of the three pain Working Groups to join the conversation if they can. Can 
you please respond to Cheryl Melencio on our staff, who will be sending out a poll shortly for this call?
